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PLMT- QUARANTINE  II.IPORT  RESTRICTIONS 
OF  THE 

COLONY  AND  PROTECTORATE  OF  NIGERIA 


The  Importation  of  Plants  Regulation  Ordinance,  No.  29 
of  October  11,  1937,  amends  regulation  4  of  January  13,  1935  (p. 
2  of  B,  E.  P.  Q,. — 454),  "by  inserting  the  word  "soil"  between  the 
words  "plants"  and  "produce"  in  the  first  line  of  that  regula- 
tion . 

It  also  substitutes  the  following  for  subregulation  4(a) 
on  page  2  of  B.  E.  P.  Q.—  454: 

"(a)     Any  plant  in  soil  and  any  soil  or  any  mixture 
of  soil  with  other  materials  unless  it  has 
previously  received  such  treatment  as  may  have 
been  prescribed  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture."
